BROODING BABY CHICKS 


Perhaps no other phase of the 
‘poultry industry as experienced 
greater advancement in recent years 
than the brooding of baby chicks. 
It is a far cry from the days of the 
clucking hen with her small brood of 
chicks in one room. 

Size is an important consideration 
in brooder houses. They may be 
of almost any design but should be 
large enough to avoid crowding, Ea:'s 
chick requires six square inches of 
floor space until six weeks old, In 
other words a 10x12 house will handle 
240 chicks for six weeks at which time 
the number of chicks should be re- 
ducecd to 120, The house should be 
well built, insulated, free from 
draughts, and be well lighted and 
ventilated. 

Coal, wood, oil, gas, and electricity 
can be adapted for brooder teating 
eystems. Both radiant and under- 
floor heating are possible while in- 
fra-red heat lamps hold much promise 
for small flock owners who have 
electric power . available. One 250 
watt infra-red bulb will provide suf- 
ficient heat for 75 to 100 chicks, 

Either too much or too little heat 
will have a serious effect on growing 
chicks. For the first week brooder 
temperature should be maintained at 
95 to 100 degrees about two inches 
from the floor, after which it may bo 
lowered about 5 degrees a week untii 
85 degrees is reached. Automatic heai 
control by thermostat is most useful 
in avoiding wide temperature fluctua- 
tions. 

To develop strong chicks suffficient 
hopper space should be provided to 
give each chick one inch of feeding 
space for the first three weeks, From 
three to six weeks, two incites of feed- 
fag: space fa required, and three inches

On the basis of practical tests at 
the Experimental Station, Lethbridge, 
the following don’ts are suggested: 
Don’t overcrowd. Don’t overeat. 
Don’t unerfeed. Lion’t underwater. 
Don’t take chances, 

Good chicks, combined with good 
brooding, lay the foundation for good 
pullets.

The wheat harvest for the year 1952 
was the highest ever recorded, and 
the yield per acre for the three prairie 
provinces combined, of 26 bushels to 
the acre, is also the highest on 
record, The yield for Alberta of 27 
bushes to the acre, and for Saskatch- 
ewan of 26,7, are also the highest 
ever recorded for these provinces, 
Manitoba’s wheat yield, however, 
of 28 bushels to the acre for 
this crop has been exceeded in quite 
a few past years, notably in 1880, 
when the yield for Manitoba was 29.8 
bushels to the acre. The lowest wheat 
yield ever recorded for Alberta was 
in 1918 of six bushels to the acre, For 
Saskatchewan in 1987 of 2.7 bushels 
to the acre, and in Manitoba the 
lowest yield recorded was 8.9 bushels 
the year 1900 These low yields, of 
course, corresponded with drought 
years.

*REGINA. — More American tour- 
ists than ever before visited Saskat- 
chewan during the first 11 months of 
this year, Furthermore, recently re- 
leased dominion bureau of statistics 
figures also, show that the province's 
November tourist traffic was up 22.6

A good skip will not bunch his 
stones in the rings; he will spread 
them around so that they will be 
harder to hit.

was the Ireland which I had known 
all along existed. The Ireland I tried 
to escape, which began where the 
bright lights ended and the mist blew 
itself into fantastic shapes, and what 
had been true an hour ago became 
surrounded by doubt and uncertainty.

No matter if Ireland had 
been a thousand miles away before, 
it was there then, Perhaps the vi- 
sion lasted a minute, perhaps it last- 
ed an hour, I don’t know. I must 
have fainted, for when I opened my 
eyes the sweet, warm air of France 
was touching my cheeks and the 
sands stretched bare and silver in 
the moonlight. 


Always at such times something 
else would happen, but I could never 
recall it to mind, Like a raised fist 
it menaced my peace of mind. Al- 
ways I could trace so far and then, 
as I was about to slip the catch, a 
force would bolt the door and I would 
hammer unavailingly against its 
strength. 

Why this odd little island should 
haunt me through the old world and 
the new, I did not know ... or did 
I know and was afraid to say? 

Two fleeting visits in a lifetime, 
both to Dublin, Nothing more. My 
father was Irish and from his photo- 
graph a tall, dark, sombre man, 
without any of the roguish levity of 
the traditional Irishman. My mother, 
a@ London girl, left him when I was 
four years old, and my earliest mem- 
ories are those of hurried leave-tak- 
ings as we moved our quarters. All 
over England we went, My father 
adored me with a fierce jealous ador- 
ation and followed my mother from 
place to place in his endeavour to 
take away the shy, pale-faced little 
son he loved so much, She eventually 
took me out of the country to Am- 
erica, There I grew wp, far from 
the strange, ethereal beauty of the 
green, rain-swept island that was the 
last stronghold of men before the 
wild, tumbling waves of the Atlantic 
joined forces with the wind, which 
shouted and yelled its way across 
to the coasts of New England. 

Yet it was there the island first 
became really close to me. Riding 
under the flerce blaze of a prairie 
sun @ new sound would creep through 
the air and shapes would change and 
the dry grass would become soft and 
dewy.

ALBERTA 


University Of Saskatchewan 
Achieves Fame In Research Field 


REGINA—The University of Sask- 
atchewan is achieving fame in vari- 
ous fields of research, both scientific 
and non-scientific, 

University President Dr. W. P. 
Thompson, in his annual report, lists 
about 200 separate research projects 
now being carried on at the univer- 
sity. Subjects range from studies of 
radiation, cancer and blood-clotting 
to such non-scientific research as 
study of Greek literature and an eco- 
nomic survey of the development of 
the city of Saskatoon, 


The university's department — of 
physiology has earned an internation- 
al reputation for its work on blood 
clotting, under the direction of Dr. 
L. B, Jaques, This work has been 
carried on with the aid of a radio- 
active tracer technique developed by 
Dr. J. W. T. Spinks, head of the uni- 
versity’s chemistry department. 

Dr, Thompson says Saskatchewan 
scientists were pioneers in this field 
and have remained several jumps 
ahead of other centres, 

The chemistry department also is 
working on the concentration of 
uranium ores, extraction of lignite 
and cereal chemistry. 

The university installed the first 
cobalt bomb for cancer treatment at 
its hospital. The unit was designed 
by Dr, H. E. Johns of the physics 
department and built on the campus, 

The university also is pioneering 
cancer treatment by other radiation 
techniques by the use of a 25,000,- 
000-volt betatron presented by the 
atomic energy commission, This ma- 
.chine is being used in co-operation 
with the Saskatchewan cancer com- 
mission and 15 scientific papers have 
been published on work carried out 
with the betatron. 

The university has been doing re-

search on the aurora, or northern 
lights. This has produced results on 
the effects on compass direction find- 
ing and radio transmission, 

Work done by Dr. T. T. Thorval- 
son on the chemistry of cement has 
resulted in the development of a com- 
mercial cement which is resistant to 
deterioration through the action of 
sulphates.-

ried out fundamental studies into the | 


physical and biological conditions of 


lakes in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and | 


Alberta and this has been put to 
practical use in increasing the fish 
harvest at Great Slave lake.

Operating Tractors 
The Safe Way... 


A preliminary, count shows thirty 
Saskatchewan farm people killed in 
tractor accidents in 1951. In rela- 
tion to the number of farmers using 
tractors and the death rate from ac- 
cidents in other occupations this fig- 
ure may not seem high. The tragic 
side is that most of the accidents 
could have-been prevented if the op- 
erator had followed a policy of safety 
first. The survey shows 60 per cent. 
of the deaths were caused by trac- 
tors upsetting. Tractors can upset 
for many reasons, it is pointed out in 
the Weekly Letter, Dominion Experi- 
mental Station, Swift Current, Sask. 
A list of the most common reasons 
is as follows; ; 

1. Turning corners at high speeds. 

2. Brakes not balanced with the 
result that the brake on one side op- 
erates before the other, throwing the 
tractor on one side, 

3. Driving the tractor too fast 
over rough ground so that the opera- 
tor, in his efforts to hang on, loses 
control of the tractor. 

4, Trying to take short cuts over 
steep banks and ditches, 

5. Making “Jack rabbit’ starts 
when the tractor is pulling a heavy 
load causing the tractor to go over 
backward. 

6. Hitching loads to some part of 
the tractor other than the draw bar. 
This makes the possibility of the 
tractor overturning backward very 
much greater,
